There wouM be several mhaiilapes 
in chanpinp it from the .Uiiiior to tl\e 
i'onlor year. Among these are tho 
fact that when the Annual Is made up 
in the junior year only about two 
thirds of the undergrndiinle cnreer of 
the student Is included, and th.Tl ini- 
tier the new scheme it would cnver 
nearly the whole four years; the fact 
that many of the 'juniors n«vcr grad- 
uate; and tho smaller cost ot pho- 
tographs. As it Is now, a student 
iiiust have .1 photopr.Tph taken for the 
.\nnunl in his junior year, and must 
have another taken a year Liter when 
he graduates. Under the new system 
as suggested this duplication would 
be obviated. 

On the other hand, there are dls- 
.Tdvaninge? to he rcekoned with. 
There may be some difficulty in find- 
ing enough senior men to carry on the 
work entai:ed in the preparation of 
the Annual. If the proposal is carried 
out, the pr,idii,Tt;ng clas.s of th.v. year 
viU be almost the .same as the junior 
cl.Ts!i of the previous yonv ;ind con- 
sequently this class will furnish the 
mater.'al for tho -Annual on two suc- 
cos-'ive years. It has been remarked 
tliat If the change takes place, sales 
may fall off, but this is not e.vpected, 
because sixty percsnt. of the copies 
are bought by the members ot the 
ciass in question, and many graduates 
who buy the Annual are known to 
approve of Ihe pro.spcctive change. 

The question of the continuance of 
the Hod and AVhite Ilevue will not 
have to he brought up, as a decision 
lit this mattor has already been reach- 
ed by the .Student's Council. 

In regard to the constitution of the 
Student's .Society, Gordon Nairn, the 
president of the committee whldi v,-a3 
formed hist year to Investigate this 
matter, will submit his report. 

G. H. I'lofcher, Sccrelaiy-trcasurer 
ot the .St!:d?iifs Council and Tre.oa- 
uier .;f the Union, will d.liver tlic fi- 
nancial statement of the Society, The 
Student's Council Is now working on 
this, and a solution Is expected to be 
arrived at before the : ini- ^nn-inl 
meeting next .spring.

The body of A. T. Bennett, 
whose sudden death occurred 
from heart trouble In the Enoi* 
neering Building on Monday, was 
sent home last night to hit pa- 
rents In Toronto. Accompany- 
ing the body were wreathi from 
the Science Undergraduates So- 
ciety, the Faculty, and from Sci- 
ence '30, his own class. 

Contrary to the many rumors 
circulating around the Cemput 
and in certain newspapers, the 
body was not tent to the 
morgue; but to a funeral par- 
lor. At a formal Inqueit yotttr- 
day, a verdict of death from nat- 
ural cauaet wae returned. Ben- 
nett had been previoutly troubled 
■vith his heart. 



Gave Methods 
Used To Find 
Supliide Ores 

Dr. Keys Lectures On Electri- 
cal Prospecting 

SLIDES SHOWN 

Schlumberger's Two-E 1 c c 
trode Method Using Natural 
Currents Explained 

Electrical proapoctinp for .sulphide 
ores was described by Dr. D. A. Key.s 
in tlio si'uond of 11 «erlei; of lectures 
on pro-specting In tho .Macdonald 
Physics Ilulldlng last night. Dr. Key.s 
illustrated tho methods employed by 
finding several sulphldo specimens 
concealed In a trough ot s;ind. 

Concluding Ills talk ou magnetic 
methods of prosjiccllng the lecturer 
o.\-plaincd tho prlnclide of the compass 
variometer. This Instrument has as 
yet not been actually employed but in 
I>r. Key's opinion, it will come Into 
general use sooner or later. Tho earth 
Inductor, which Illustrated the prin- 
ciple of tho dynamo, is another in- 
strument uucd in magnetic prospect- 
ing. 

Defining the gauss, the unit used in 
measuring mag-nctic field;). Dr. Keys 
pointed out that mining engineers 
generally employed tho gumma, which 
Is 1 lOO.OOtli gnusB. By finding the 
value of the magnetic field at différ- 
ent stations !a any given territory, one 
can determine the position of any 
inugnctic ore present underground. 

Dr. Keys then outlined the Schltim- 
bcrgcr method ot locating Hulphide 
ores. These ores behave like batteries, 
electric current!! passing from one 
end of the muss of ore to the other. 
These currents pass throught the 
earth and flow into one end of tlie 
ore. This is called tho negative centre 
and tho whole problem rcNOlvcs Itself 
Into finding this contre. 

In order to measure these cui'rcnts 
two electrodes are struck into the 
ground about a hundred feel apart 
and tho current Is measured by means 
of a microammctor. Another method 
consista In finding the potential 
difference across these electrodes, by 
means of à Leeds and Xorthrup 
potentiometer. 

Schlumberger's Improvement on tho 
electrodes was In placing them In non- 
polarlsal^lo cells and sinking these 
cells Into the ground stated l>r. Keys. 
Copier fuljilifite (toliitlons with copper 
wires making the connection from tho 
solution to the mlcroammeter arc 
generally employed. 

Dr. KeyM stressed the fact that this 
natural cunent method ia only applic- 
able to oxldiilng sulphides. In order 
that the ore may oxidize St It necess- 
ary that water should be present 
around It. 

Several .lildes were slionn whbb 
lncludc!d a few photogi aph» of the 
territory in which Dr. Keys and Dr. 
Eve were prospectlog last summer. 
Curves baaed upon data obtained 
while they were prosi"'' "InK were also 
ihnwn, and Dr. Keys pointed out the 
coneluflona which were drawn at the 
different pulnti along these curves. 

.Next Tufaday Dr. Keys will »peak 
on the dlffeient methods employed to 
find the depth of veins of ore.

Staff. The editorial in question. It was 
pointed out, had been allowed to pass 
without the kno-.v'.-î.ise of the Man- 
aging Bc-ird, and it was regretted
